What  will  be  the  new  measures  to  give  aid  to 
RuasU  following  Mr.  Winston  Churchill's  visit  to 
Moscow  may  well  develop  quickly,  for  the  need 
of  the  Soviet  Union  Is  great.  There  ls  added  sig- 
nificance to  the  discussions  in  the  participation 
In  them  of  General  Sir  Archibald  Wavell  and  Sir 
Alan  Brooke.  It  ls  conceivable  that  Oreat  Britain, 
with  co-operation  from  the  United  States,  will  go 
directly  to  the  aid  of  Russia  In  her  fight  to  defend 
the  Caucasus  In  that  fight  the  threat  to  the 
whole  Middle  East  Is  becoming  more  Intensified 
More  hangs  on  the  battle  for  control  of  the  Volga 
than  most  people  believe.  If  the  Germans  are 
successful  in  their  present  ferocious  offensive 
they  can  turn  southwards  against  those  territor- 
ies defended  by  the  British  and  barring  the  way 
of  the  enemy  to  the  Suez  Canal. 

Because  of  this  growing  menace  the  presence 
of  air  Archibald  Waveli  at  the  Moscow  confer- 
ences ls  of  vital  significance  The  reaffirmation 
of  the  principle  of  the  United  Nations  to  fight  the 
war  to  a victorious  finish  was  to  have  been  ex- 
pected; what  the  peoples  of  those  nations  want  to 
know  is  what  are  the  Immediate  blows  to  be  struck 
to  bring  about  that  event  It  Is  vitally  important 
to  the  plan  of  campaign  of  the  United  Nations 
that  the  enemy  should  not  obtain  mastery  of  the 
Black  and  Caspian  seas,  that  he  should  not  fight 
his  way  to  a position  where  he  could  threaten 
the  Persian  Gulf  and  8uez  The  Russians  have, 
so  far.  prevented  such  a possibility  by  the  defence 
of  the  Caucasus,  the  British  are  doing  the  same 
by  holding  the  Unes  at  El  Alameln.  On  both  bat- 
tle fronts,  however,  the  United  Nations  are  on  the 
defensive.  It  Is  the'lnterrelated  problems  of  this 
defence  and  the  desire  to  translate  It  Into  offence 
that  have  been  the  subject  of  discussions  between 
Mr.  Churchill  and  Mr.  Stalin  and  their  military 
advisers,  with  Mr.  W.  A Harrtman  representing 
the  United  Slates.
